In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 

All business with the Patent or T rademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Cheng discussed the crux of the invention and offered an 
explanation as to what distinguishes the instant case over the reference by Xue et al (attached). Supervisory examiner 
Nashed informed Ms. Cheng that the reference is relevant to the claimed invention under 103 as the crystal structure in 
combination with the known methodology to insert disulfide bonds with the motivation of stabilizing the structure 
renders the claimed invention in for example claim 1 as obvious. However, the specific point mutations that are recited 
in for example claim 5 is not obvious. Informed Ms. Cheng that an action was due on the application wherein the 
rejection would be set forth, however, Ms. Cheng agreed to file a supplemental amendment to insert the specific point 
mutations.
